Legislation 


Through series bills, comprehensive changes 
State laws for the control water pollution were 
the California Legislature its 1949 Regu- 
Session. These are the so-called Dickey bills.

Contamination, Pollution, and Nuisance 

The new legislation establishes newly defined con- 
cepts ‘‘pollution,’’ and ‘‘nui- 
sance.’’ Furthermore, the new laws divide responsibil- 
ity for control into two major categories. Responsibility 
for abatement contamination (which defined 
hazard the public health) rests with local health de- 
partments and the State Department Public Health 
responsibility for all other detriment waters the 
State and the use those waters vested new agen- 
cies government represented the state board and 
nine regional water pollution control boards. The 
mit’’ system, where proposals were required re- 
viewed and passed advance, has been abolished. 

those familiar with the many aspects sewage 
and industrial waste disposal, the problem not quite 
easily divided into two categories the mere defini- 
tion words. that there might con- 
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siderable overlapping the two ‘‘responsibilities,’’ 
and, therefore, the next step the more detailed defini- 
tion the basic terms. statute the State Cali- 
fornia, ‘‘contamination’’ means impairment the 
quality waters the State sewage industrial 
waste degree which creates actual hazard 
health through poisoning through spread 
disease. also includes any equivalent effect resulting 
from disposal sewage industrial waste, whether 
not waters the State are affected. 

means impairment the quality 
the waters the State sewage industrial waste 
degree which does not create actual hazard the 
public health but which does adversely and unreason- 
ably affect such waters for domestic, industrial, agricul- 
tural, navigational, recreational other beneficial use. 

Lastly, ‘‘nuisance’’ means damage any commu- 
nity odors unsightliness resulting from unreason- 
able practices the disposal sewage industrial 
wastes. 

effort further clarify these statutory defi- 
nitions and the fields responsibility, the California 
Conference Local Health Officers, after advising with 
various authorities, prepared and adopted the following 
broad definitions the terms ‘‘an actual hazard the 
public health’’ and effect’’ working defi- 
nitions: 

“actual hazard the public health” shall deemed 
exist the following 

(1) domestic water supplies 

(a) When inadequately treated human sewage dis- 
charged into any water used source domestic 
supply. 

(b) When toxic substances are present amounts dan- 
gerous human beings waters used sources 
domestic water supply. 

(2) recreational waters 

(a) When raw (or inadequately treated) human sewage 
discharged into any waters used for recreational 
purposes. 


(b) When visible signs human sewage are present 
recreational waters. 


“equivalent effect” shall deemed exist the fol- 
lowing 

(1) 

(a) When raw (or inadequately treated) human sewage 
present any surface near human habita- 
tion where domestic animals have access. 

(b) When sewage discharged such manner 
allow breeding disease vectors endemic areas 
proximity human habitation. 

These working definitions were adopted resolu- 
tion May the California Conference Local 
Health Officers. May the State Board Public 
Health approved through concurring resolution these 
working definitions and directed the staff the Depart- 
ment Public Health use these definitions apply- 
ing the provisions the statutes until such time 
appropriate regulations can adopted under regular 
administrative procedure. May 4th, the State Water 
Pollution Control Board appointed committee three

Regional Water Pollution Control Boards

ship must include representative from each the 


following groups interested the water pollution 
trol problem 

(1) Water supply, conservation and production; 
(2) irrigated agriculture (3) industries producing 
dustrial wastes; (4) municipal government; and (5) 
county government. 


These boards have the duty coordinate action 


the numerous governmental agencies involved and 
promote cooperative action with waste producing indus 
tries. They may require any state local agency 
inspect and report any technical factors involved 
water pollution nuisance, and they may request 
forcement laws concerning water pollution 
sance appropriate federal, state and local agencies.

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the duty each regional board formulate and 
adopt long-range plans and policies with respect 
water pollution control within the region. Each regional 
poard shall report the state board and the appropri- 
ate local health officer any case contamination its 
region which not being corrected. 

The new legislation not limitation the power 
local communities deal with disposal sewage 
industrial waste, abate nuisances; nor limi- 
tation the power state agency now authorized 
deal any special way with the problem, nor 
limitation the right any private person obtain 
any appropriate relief against private nuisance aris- 
ing from contamination pollution. 

The boards are empowered make and enforce rul- 
pollution and nuisance, existing threatened, within 


their regions, but the boards may not specify the man- 
ner means maintaining the required conditions. 


Under the new legislation, any person proposing 
discharge sewage industrial waste within any region, 
other than into community sewer system, shall file 
with the regional board that region report such 
proposed discharge. The regional board, after any nec- 
essary hearing, shall prescribe requirements the 
nature such discharge with relation the conditions 
existing from time time the disposal area receiv- 
ing waters upon into which the discharge proposed 
and notify the person proposing the discharge its 
action. Such requirements may revised from time 


time. After receipt such notice, the person notified 
shall provide adequate facilities meet any such re- 


quirements with respect the discharge sewage and 
industrial waste. Upon failure anyone comply with 


order regional board, action for injunctive 
relief must brought the district attorney, or, 
should fail act, the Attorney General. 


Every person who hereafter constructs alters any 
water well must file detailed report with the appro- 
priate regional board, forms furnished the State 
Division Water Resources.

brief summary the major items business 
which have been transacted the state board since its 
first meeting December 1949, given below:

The objective the prevention and con- 
trol pollution and contamination the waters 
the State minimum expense consistent with 
obtaining this objective. achieving this objec- 
tive, the policy will that its actions and those 
regional water pollution control boards shall 
directed secure that degree care the plan- 
ning and operation works for treatment and dis- 
posal sewage and industrial waste will ade- 
quately protect the public health and all the 
beneficial uses waters this State and the 
same time permit the legitimate planned usage 
those waters for receiving suitably prepared wastes 
that orderly growth and expansion cities 
and industries may possible. 

Approved personnel specifications for Water Pol- 
lution Control Engineer, Grades and for 
filling positions regional staffs. Civil Service 
examinations for these positions are given 
June 24th. 

Requested the Department Public Health, the

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Water Resources continue studies through 
sampling and analysis, the quality water 
the major fresh water streams and lakes 
total different sampling stations, and for 
the compilation and forwarding data pertain- 
ing this subject already their files and records. 

(4) Adopted rules and regulations for the conduct 
the business the State Board. 

(5) Approved budgets and allocations for all nine 
regional water pollution control boards. 

(6) Received and has under study progress report 
from the committee water-quality criteria. This 
report sets forth principles considered estab- 
lishment equitable water-quality requirements, 
and sets tentative requirements for each 
the following types water use: Domestic water 
supply, shell-fish culture, recreation, wild life 
propagation, irrigation, industrial, and aesthetic. 
adopted, these criteria would not binding 
actions the regional boards since under the 
statute, regional boards independently develop 
plans for their regions. 

(7) Received and has under study, first draft and 
report from the committee rules, regulations, 
and application forms necessary carry out pro- 
visions Chapter 1551, Statutes 1949, pertain- 
ing loans from the $1,000,000 fund munici- 
palities and districts for the construction sewer- 
age and storm drainage facilities. The first loan 
date tentatively set for September 1950. 


Similar progress getting the program underway 
being made all the regional boards. fact, 
some the regions have already commenced study 
special problems and conditions which have been 
referred them. 

Other Aspects Pollution Control Legislation 

Financial assistance communities for sewerage 
projects provided means loans from State 
Water Pollution Control Fund. One million dollars has 
been appropriated this fund for administration and 
expenditure the State Water Pollution Control 
Board. All any portion the funds needed for 
sewerage project may loaned, percent interest, 
with payments deferred long may considered 
necessary, upon security bonds the community. 
Before state funds are loaned, must shown that 
the project feasible and cannot financed through 
private sources. Cities and districts are allowed 
issue ‘‘second mortgage’’ revenue bonds secure such 
loans, secure similar loans which may available 
from the Federal Government from any other source. 

Communities owning sewerage system can enter 
into long-term contracts with industry for waste dis- 
posal. The contract term may not exceed years. Such 
contracts may made irrespective whether bonds 
are issued for construction sewerage facilities.

Pollution control legislation (11 bills) enacted 
the 1949 Regular Session the California 
establishes newly defined concepts 
and ‘‘nuisance.’’ Responsibility for 
hazard public health, vested local health depart 
ments and the State Department Public Health 
sibility regional water pollution control boards 
were created for the nine major drainage regions 
State. and ‘‘nuisance’’ are defined 
adverse and unreasonable effects disposal 
industrial waste which are not actual hazards 
health.

His keen interest 
and active part public health affairs this State 
from 1909 through 1913 are reflected his ‘‘Com- 
regular feature the monthly bulletins 
published the State Board Public Health during 
those early years. 

native Doctor Snow obtained his B.A. 
Degree Chemistry Stanford 1896, his M.A. 
Physiology 1897 from Stanford, and his M.D. from 
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Cooper Medical College, San Francisco 1900. has 
held teaching assignments Stanford, Columbia, New 
York University, Johns Hopkins and other universities 
concurrently with his other activities. 

was president the National Health Council 
from 1927 1934, was special consultant the 
Public Health Service since 1936, and had served 
President the International Union Against Venereal 
Disease since 1946. 

His many achievements and numerous professional 
affiliations through the years, including notable serv- 
ice his country the Army Medical Corps during 
World War and civilian World War II, are 
chronicled not only the pages Who’s Who 
America, but also the minds those who have been 
associated with him.

The State Department Public Health has been 
serving principal recruiting agency obtaining 
qualified technical and professional personnel for 
training the medical aspects atomic warfare and 
radiological monitoring. Two courses were given 
UCLA the Energy Commission. attend- 
ance were California physicians representing the 
state and local health departments, the California Medi-

Tulare County Fly Experiments 
Show Value Sanitation 

Sound measures sanitation which seek remove 
fly-breeding conditions won out over the use insecti- 
cide sprays fly control experiment conducted 
recently Farmersville, Tulare County, the Tulare 
County Health Department and the Delta Mosquito 
Abatement District. The experiment reported Dr. 
Lynn Knight, County Health Officer, and Ralph 
Gunderson, Chief Sanitarian. 

Preliminary fly counts using fly grill were 
taken two areas Farmersville. After the original 
count, one area was ‘‘fogged’’ every third day with 
mixture percent DDT and percent lethane. After 
each the first two sprayings the fly counts the 
first area were reduced about half. However, within 
two days following each spraying the counts again 
returned the original level. When intensive cam- 
paign remove sources fly-breeding began take 
effect, the counts longer increased the periods 
between sprayings. the area which was not sprayed, 
and where organized effort reduce fly-breeding 
was undertaken, the counts increased progressively 
throughout the experimental period. 

Dr. Knight and Mr. Gunderson point out that ‘‘the 
results may explained the fact that known 
spray will kill all the adult flies any given area, nor 
will kill flies immature stages. The survivors 
reproduce themselves many thousand-fold within few 
days, especially during the hot weather. order 
prevent this increase, necessary remove all 
material which flies may lay eggs, exclude flies 
from access such 

control measures indicated, include: (1) 
frequent removal and spreading manure from animal 
poultry pens, storage fly-tight bins (2) removal 
rubbish, such leaves and wet grass; (3) fly-tight 
containers for garbage, with frequent garbage removal 
and (4) screened privies, with tight, doors. 
Privy pit should treated with larvicide prevent 
fly-breeding. Motor oil effective.

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Rabies Control Measures Adopted 
Reduce Cases Wild 


Reported cases rabies among wild life several 
California counties has prompted program control 
directed toward reducing the numbers wild animals 
which the disease has been evidence. Rabies has 
been confirmed several foxes and skunks taken 
Napa and Sonoma Counties, and laboratory findings 
show positive results skunks and heifer Butte 
and Marin Counties. 

number persons have been bitten wild ani- 
mals Napa and Sonoma, requiring anti-rabies vaccine 
treatment. Wild life reduction being carried 
trappers certain areas these two counties. Exten- 
sion this work rabies control among wild life 
being considered. The control program has drawn the 
attention the local health officials, the State Depart- 
ment Public Health’s veterinary unit the Acute 
Communicable Disease Service, and the Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

study rabies wild animals California has 
previously been carried the State Department 
Public Health and the Sixth Army Medical Laboratory 
the Fort Ord Reservation. This study gradually 
being expanded other areas.
